ARTICLE  1.    To  hear  and  act  on  Committee  Reports. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow 
from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1956,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
note?  therefor  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  such  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year, 
in  accordance  with  Chapter  44,  Section  17  of  the  General  Laws.

ARTICLE  5.  On  petition  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
to  be  used  by  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  to  improve  and  enlarge  the  Cemetery;  said  amount  to  be  taken  from  the 
Lots  and  Graves  Fund. 

ARTICLE  6.  On  petition  of  the  P^re  Chief,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $1500.00  to  buy  the  following 
Radio  Equipment:  Two  (2)  Mobile  Units  and  one  (1)  Remote  Control  Unit.  This  amount  to  be  taken  from  available  funds. 

ARTICLE  v.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  402  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  three  Water  Com- 
missioners at  the  annual  election  in  March  1957;  said  Commissioners  to  be  elected  for  the  following  terms  of  office:  One 
for  3  years,  one  for  2  years,  and  one  for  one  year. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00;  said  sum  to  be  used  to  reimburse 
the  Town  of  Danvers  for  the  repair  of  the  water  main  at  Lakeview  Avenue,  Middleton  in  the  year  1955. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $56.73,  said  sum  to  be  used  to  reimburse  the 
Town  of  Danvers  for  repairs  to  the  Water  Service  at  Howe-Manning  School  in  the  year  1950. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800.00  to  be  used  for  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  the  Water  Mains  and  Hydrants  in  the  Town  of  Middleton;  said  amount  to  be  taken  from  available  funds. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $78.90;  said  amount  to  be  used  to  pay  the 
expenditure  of  the  School  Facilities  Committee  in  the  year  1955. 

ARTICLE  12.  On  petition  of  John  R.  Wallen  and  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  for  the  purchase  of  materials  to  be  used  to  install  street  lights  on  Curtis  Avenue  and  the  accepted  portions  of 
Phaneuf  Street.  This  amount  to  be  taken  from  the  earnings  of  the  Electric  Light  Department. 

ARTICLE  13.  On  petition  of  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,500.00;  said  money  to  be  taken  from  the  Surplus  Account  of  the  Electric  Light  Department,  for  the  purchase  of  an 
abandoned  power  line  on  Maple  Street  from  the  Town  of  Danvers.  Said  line  to  be  converted  to  the  Department's  use  on 
Maple  Street,  and  to  convert  the  Department's  present  line  to  a  4-wire,  4160-volt  line. 

ARTICLE  14.  On  petition  of  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00;  said  money  to  be  taken  from  the  Surplus  Account  of  the  Electric  Light  Department,  to  remodel  a  part  of  the 
Department's  present  Sub-Station  to  conform  to  a  newly  constructed  4160-volt  line. 

ARTICLE  15.  On  petition  of  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,184.75;  said  money  to  be  taken  from  the  Surplus  Account  of  the  Electric  Light  Department  to  reimburse  the  New 
England  Tel.  &  Tel.  Company  for  a  one-half  (%)  interest  in  pole  construction  done  by  them  prior  to  1955  and  jointly  used 
by  both  New  England  Tel.  &  Tel.  Co.  and  the  Electric  Light  Dept. 

ARTICLE  16.  On  petition  of  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00;  said  money  to  be  taken  from  the  Surplus  Account  of  the  Electric  Light  Department;  this  sum  together  with  the 
exchange  value  of  the  present  1951  Line  Truck  is  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Line  Truck. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  purchase  from  the  Middleton 
Community  Services,  Inc.  nursing  services  (exclusive  of  therapeutic  nursing  care  or  so-called  bedside  nursing  care)  related 
to  the  following  only:  Communicable  diseases.  Tuberculosis,  Maternal  and  Child  Health. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  building  and  originally  furnishing 
and  equipping  an  addition  to  the  Howe-Manning  School,  and  by  providing  for  the  raising  of  such  sum  of  money  by 
taxation,  by  appropriation  of  available  funds  in  the  treasui-y,  or  by  an  issue  of  bonds  and  notes  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  7,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  and  of  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  or  take  any 
other  action  relating  thereto,  agreeable  to  the  petition  of  the  School  Building  Committee.

The  Flint  Public  Library  will  be  open  three  days  a  week  during 
the  coming  year: 

Tuesday  —  2:00  P.M.  to  8:00  P.M. 
Friday  —  6:00  P.M.  to  9:00  P.M. 
Saturday    —  3:00  P.M.  to  5:00  P.M. 

The  juvenile  and  adult  catalogs  have  been  completed.  A  large 
section  of  book  shelves  has  been  added  in  the  reading  room.  This  has 
made  it  possible  to  arrange  small  collections  of  books  for  different 
age  levels.  There  is  a  collection  for  pre-school  children,  including 
picture  books,  easy  readers  for  the  primary  school  children,  fiction 
books  for  the  junior  high  school  age,  and  a  high  school  reading 
collection  selected  from  a  list  published  by  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English.  New  adult  books  are  kept  at  the  front  of  the 
stacks  for  a  year.

The  abridged  edition  of  the  "Reader's  Guild  to  Periodicals"  and 
the  index  to  the  National  Geographic  Magazine  aid  in  finding  articles 
in  most  of  these  magazines. 

Attractive  exhibits  were  arranged  in  the  reading  room  by  Mrs. 
Katharine  Fairbanks  for  Book  Week  and  at  Christmas  time. 
Instruction  is  also  being  given  to  the  grammar  school  pupils  in  the 
use  of  the  catalog  and  in  the  use  of  library  material  for  reference 
work.  Mrs.  Thomas  Oliver  has  been  working  at  the  Library  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Middleton  Historical  Society  has  had  several  exhibits  in 
their  display  case  in  the  Trustee's  room  during  the  year.  These 
included  early  wooden  household  implements,  valentines  of  the  past, 
Indian  stone  implements  from  the  collection  of  Mr.  Arthur  Curtis, 
and  Staffordshire  Wares,  English  1820-1850.  Articles  for  these 
exhibits  were  loaned  by  members  of  the  Society. 
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Libraries  throughout  the  country  are  making  it  possible  for 
people  in  their  communities  to  get  together  in  informal  groups  to 
learn  something  by  reading,  and  discussing  in  their  own  non-expert 
terms,  selections  from  the  classics  of  our  western  civilization.  The 
basic  plan  is  prepared  by  The  Great  Books  Foundation.  This  year,  for 
the  first  time,  the  Flint  Public  Library  is  making  it  possible  for  such 
a  group  to  meet  and  have  a  thoroughly  good  time  while  gaining  a 
liberal  education. 

The  Trustees  have  been  very  helpful  in  making  possible  the 
work  which  has  been  done  during  the  year  of  1955.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1955 


To  the  Citizens  of  Middleton: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  for  your  approval  its  annual 
report  of  activities  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1955.  Meetings 
have  been  held  each  Tuesday  evening  at  8  P.M.  at  Memorial  Hall,  and 
the  pressure  of  business  this  past  year  has  made  it  necessary  to  hold 
many  special  meetings  and  conferences  with  other  department  heads 
and  government  agencies. 

The  Board  perambulated  the  Town  boundaries  with  the  neighbor- 
ing Towns  of  Peabody,  Danvers,  Boxford,  Topsfield,  North  Andover, 
North  Reading  and  Lynnfield,  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  statutes 
requiring  the  same  to  be  done  eveiy  five  years. 

In  1955  the  State  Census  was  conducted  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board,  and  revealed  a  population  of  3370  inhabitants,  an 
increase  of  454  residents  over  the  1950  Federal  Census. 

The  Board  held  a  number  of  conferences  with  officials  of  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works  relative  to  the  widening  and 
aligning  of  Essex  Street,  and  the  correction  of  the  defective  shoulder 
at  the  intersection  of  School  Street.  Conferences  with  engineers 
concerning  the  Peabody  Street  bridge  and  the  Essex  Street  bridge 
have  resulted  in  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  over-all  bridge  con- 
struction cost  estimates. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board,  the  State  has  made  traffic  studies 
and  recommendations  relative  to  the  speed  of  motor  vehicles  on 
Route  114.  It  is  hoped  that  their  recommendations  will  curtail  the 
dangerous  traffic  conditions  existing  on  this  heavily  travelled  highway. 

The  Board,  in  an  effort  to  relieve  the  hazardous  conditions  exist- 
ing on  Maple  Street  at  the  Ipswich  River,  have  placed  "No  Parking" 
signs  on  both  sides  of  Maple  Street,  thus  eliminating  the  dangerous 
situation  of  parking  near  and  on  the  curve  at  this  point. 

In  accordance  with  Article  13  of  the  Annual  Town  Warrant  of 
1955,  the  Board  purchased  two-way  radio  equipment  for  the  Fire 
Department  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Fire  Chief. 

In  accordance  with  Article  17  of  the  Annual  Town  Warrant  of 
1955,  the  Board  purchased  a  1955  Police  Cruiser  with  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Chief  of  Police. 
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In  its  capacity  as  a  Board  of  Health,  swimming  was  banned  on 
the  Ipswich  River  last  summer  as  an  emergency  measure  to  protect 
residents  from  possible  contamination  in  view  of  the  Polio  epidemic. 
For  the  same  reason,  and  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  the  Annual  Town  Children's  Picnic  was  cancelled. 

Due  to  the  excellent  cooperation  with  this  Board  of  the  Law 
Enforcement  Officers  and  gravel  pit  owners,  the  mining  and  hauling 
of  gravel  was  not  a  major  problem  in  1955. 

The  Town  water  supply  received  considerable  attention  due  to 
an  emergency  break  in  one  of  the  older  lines  on  Lakeview  Avenue. 
After  an  investigation  and  meetings  with  the  residents  affected,  and 
with  the  Danvers  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager,  Superintendent 
of  the  Water  Department,  and  the  Town  Engineer,  temporary  repairs 
were  made.  This  continuing  problem  has  resulted  in  the  insertion  in 
the  Annual  Town  Warrant  of  1956,  Articles  7,  8,  9,  and  10. 

The  seriousness  of  the  Town's  water  problem  is  graphically 
illustrated  in  the  exhaustive  study  and  survey  made  by  the  planning 
Board  as  reported  in  the  Town  Report  of  1950.  We  are  taking  the 
liberty  to  incorporate  herein  pertinent  exerpts  from  this  report, 
including  their  recommendations  to  correct  this  situation. 

"The  town  water  situation  in  the  Town  of  Middleton 
has  been  cause  for  alarm  for  some  time.  It  is  only  sheer 
good  luck  that  we  have  not  been  faced  with  an  emergency 
situation  in  the  breaking  of  some  of  the  older  main  lines 
around  the  center  of  the  Town,  which  would  have  left  whole 
sections  which  depend  on  the  present  system  without  water. 

"The  entire  present  system  is  hopelessly  inadequate  both 
from  the  standpoint  of  considering  any  extensions,  or  for  an 
adequate  supply,  or  fire  protection  to  its  present  customers. 
It  is  a  system  which  started  around  1908  by  tapping  into  the 
Danvers  main  in  the  vicinity  of  the  square,  and  extending 
hit-or-miss  with  no  concern  for  potential  demands  or 
adequate-sized  pipe.  Much  of  it  was  done  at  the  expense  of 
the  Town,  but  some  small  pipe  was  laid  at  individual  private 
expense.  An  estimate  made  in  1947  by  Mr.  Roger  Esty,  then 
Superintendent  of  the  Danvers  Water  Department,  indicated 
the  Town  of  Middleton  had  spent  approximately  $22,000,  and 
private  individuals  probably  another  $7,500  over  the  40-year 
period. 

"During  this  period  no  income  has  been  received  by  the 
Town  of  Middleton  from  the  sale  of  water  to  customers. 
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However,  it  has,  or  at  least  people  within  the  area  served 
by  the  present  system  have,  profited  by  a  water  system  in 
lower  insurance  rates,  and  free  hydrant  service.  While  the 
Town  has  been  fortunate  in  having  such  a  water  system  over 
the  period  of  years  for  the  expenditure  of  a  comparatively 
small  amount  of  money  and  no  annual  operating  expense, 
the  time  has  now  come  when  the  Town  must  give  serious 
attention  to  a  system  that  will  adequately  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Town  at  present,  give  fire  protection  by  adequate  pressure 
at  all  hydrants,  and  provide  for  an  anticipated  growth  of  the 
Town  over  the  next  40  or  50  years. 

"Under  Authority  and  funds  voted  the  Planning  Board 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1950,  a  more  extended  survey  of 
the  present  system  and  the  needs  of  the  future  with  proposals 
for  meeting  these  anticipated  requirements  has  been  com- 
pleted by  the  Board,  retaining  the  services  of  Mr.  Linwood 
C.  Wiley,  assisted  by  Mr.  Benjamin  A.  Chatel,  both  qualified 
engineers. 

"After  extensive  study  and  consultations  with  these 
engineers  and  others,  the  Planning  Board  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Town  should,  within  the  near  future,  start  taking 
the  necessary  steps  to  create  an  adequate  water  system  that 
will  serve  the  present  settled  portions  of  the  town  on  a  self- 
supporing  basis  and  allow  for  extensions  as  need  and  growth 
demands." 

To  the  Town  Officers,  Department  Heads,  Members,  and  Citizens 
of  the  Town,  this  Board  wishes  to  express  its  deep  appreciation  for 
the  splendid  cooperation,  and  for  the  time  they  gave  so  generously 
to  public  service.

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Electric  Light 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1955. 

The  main  projects  of  the  year  were  as  follows: 

1.  Primary  lines  were  extended  on  Rockway  and  Gould  Roads. 

2.  The  lines  and  poles  were  relocated  on  Essex  Street  to  conform 
with  the  Chapter  90  road  construction. 

3.  A  3  phase  line  and  transformer  bank  were  constructed  at  the 
site  of  the  new  Open  Air  Theater. 

4.  Three  of  the  new  type  Mercury  Vapor  Street  Light  Fixtures  were 
added  at  Middleton  Square  and  we  have  also  started  to  replace 
some  of  the  obsolete  fixtures  throughout  other  sections  of  Town. 

5.  A  new  transformer  was  installed  on  our  Street  Light  Circuits  at 
the  Sub- Station,  which  relieved  an  existing  overload. 

6.  Thirty  consumer's  services  were  converted  from  120  volts  to  240 
volts  and  twenty-four  new  services  were  installed. 

7.  During  the  year  we  purchased  5,303,791  KWH  of  Electric  Energy 
at  a  cost  of  $81,694.80  which  is  an  increase  of  535,959  KWH  over 
the  previous  year.  Our  line  loss  was  11.8%  or  3.91%  less  than  the 
previous  year. 

8.  Extensive  line  clearing  has  been  continued  during  the  year  with 
the  result  that  we  have  had  much  fewer  interruptions  due  to 
trees  and  limbs. 

9.  Transformer  capacities  were  increased  at  various  locations  in 
Town  to  conform  with  increased  loads. 

We,  the  Board  of  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  wish  to  thank 
the  various  Departments  in  the  Town  for  their  continued  cooperation 
throughout  the  year.

There  were  124  permits  issued,  58  of  which  included  change  of 
service  from  110  to  220  volts  due  to  bad  conditions  or  increase  in 
load.  Forty- two  of  these  were  permits  for  power  oil  burners,  11  new 
homes,  1  open  air  theatre  and  2  garages. 

All  jobs  have  been  inspected  up  to  date  but  approximately  15 
which  are  still  in  the  process  of  construction. 

A  total  of  127  calls  have  been  made  since  June  12,  1955  covering 
735  miles. 

There  were  many  calls  made  at  the  request  of  persons  who  are 
planning  to  have  electrical  work  installed  and  would  like  information. 

I  would  like  to  express  to  the  townspeople  that  it  is  very  import- 
ant to  have  electrical  work  done  by  a  competent  licensed  electrician. 
It  is  for  their  safety  that  electrical  work  be  inspected.

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During  the  past  year  we  have  expanded  our  Fire  Alarm  System. 
Through  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  B.B.  Chemical  Company 
we  were  able  to  extend  our  lines  out  Boston  Street  to  the  Peabody 
Line.  Boxes  were  installed  at  the  B.B.  Chemical  Company  boiler  room, 
the  comer  of  Phaneuf  Street  and  Boston  Street.  We  also  were  able 
to  extend  our  lines  on  Maple  Street  and  install  a  box  at  the  comer 
of  East  Street  and  Maple  Street.  We  now  have  fourteen  (14)  boxes 
installed. 

I  have  inserted  an  article  in  the  warrant  asking  for  an  appro- 
priation for  two  (2)  mobile  radio  units  and  a  remote  control  unit  to 
complete  our  radio  system.  Through  a  misunderstanding  of  the  F.C.C. 
rules  we  were  unable  to  use  the  Light  Department's  transmitter,  and 
therefore,  we  had  to  provide  one  of  our  own. 

I  would,  at  this  time,  like  to  say  that  our  first  line  pumper, 
Engine  I,  is  a  1932  model,  making  it  twenty-four  (24)  years  old. 
While  it  still  performs  reasonably  well  it  is  my  recommendation  that 
serious  thought  be  given  to  its  replacement  in  the  near  future. 

We  have  completed  our  first  year  of  operations  from  our  new 
building.  It  has  been  a  most  gratifying  year  for  the  men  in  the 
Department.  The  new  building  is  indeed  a  credit  to  the  Town. 

We  invite  the  citizens  of  the  Town  to  visit  the  Fire  Station  and 
see  what  we  have  in  the  line  of  fire  and  rescue  equipment. 

I  would  again  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton, 
the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  my  officers  and  men  for  their  sincere 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

The  general  trend  is  for  a  decreasing  case  load  in  all  categories 
with  the  exception  of  DA.  However,  though  the  number  aided  is 
smaller  there  is  a  state  wide  trend  for  higher  expenditure  per  case. 
This  can  be  traced  directly  to  the  increased  and  increasing  cost  of 
medical  care,  and  the  medical  care  program.  In  Old  Age  Assistance 
it  can  be  attributed  to  the  larger  number  of  persons  now  being 
cared  for  in  nursing  homes  and  because  of  the  general  advance  in 
age  of  our  population.  In  the  other  categories  it  means  improved 
care  and  supervision  of  medical  needs.

REPORT  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF 
THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


Your  Finance  Committee  hereby  submits  its  report  and  recom- 
mendations for  the  1956  budget.  Each  item  has  been  thoroughly 
investigated  and  has  received  serious  consideration.  The  requests,  in 
many  cases,  were  higher  than  last  year's  figures  but  our  discussions 
with  department  heads  indicates  that  there  is  a  sincere  effort  to  keep 
expenses  to  a  minimum. 

The  money  you  townspeople  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  at  the 
Town  Meeting  must,  in  large  measure,  be  assessed  against  real  estate, 
and  like  it  or  not,  your  Finance  Committee  is  obliged  to  consider 
this  fact  when  we  are  asked  to  recommend  appropriations  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  running  the  town  as  efficiently  and  economically  as 
possible. 

The  recommended  budget  plus  the  articles  in  the  warrant  amount 
to  $342,373.30.  This  sum  is  $5,155.09  less  than  the  expenditures  of 
1955,  It  must  be  recalled  however  that  several  large  sums  of  a 
unique  nature  were  expended  in  1955,  thus  making  the  total  some- 
what larger  than  the  normal  predicted  spending. 

With  the  same  careful  management  exhibited  in  the  past,  we  are 
sure  that  the  cost  of  operating  the  town  can  be  held  within  the 
recommended  budget. 

The  following  amounts  were  transferred  from  the  Finance 
Committee  Reserve  Fund  in  1955  and  are  included  in  the  expenditures 
of  the  departments  which  received  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  school  committee  herbey  submits  to  the  citizens  of  Middleton 
its  annual  report  for  the  year  1955. 

Since  our  last  report,  the  future  of  one  phase  of  our  program 
has  been  determined.  The  State  Department  of  Education  has 
approved  the  dissolution  of  the  superintendency  union  between  the 
towns  of  Tewksbury  and  Middleton  and  has  recommended  that  each 
town  have  its  own  full-time  superintendency.  Mr.  Raymond  Dower 
who  has  served  in  the  capacity  of  acting  superintendent  for  the  past 
several  months  has  been  appointed  superintendent  of  schools  in 
Middleton. 

The  work  of  our  committee  during  the  past  year  is  covered  quite 
fully  in  Mr.  Dower's  report.  As  pointed  out  much  of  our  future 
decisions  will  depend  upon  the  action  of  the  townspeople  in  the  near 
future.  The  6-room  addition  is  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  voters  of 
Middleton  at  this  annual  town  meeting. 

The  Danvers  School  Committee  still  plans  to  accept  our  freshman 
class  of  September  1956  but  feel  that  it  is  not  likely  that  they  will 
be  in  a  position  to  take  the  class  entering  in  September  1957. 

The  regional  investigating  committee  is  still  negotiating  with 
other  towns  in  an  effort  to  gamer  the  facts  for  presentation  to  the 
citizens  and  school  committee  of  the  possibilities  ar^  advisability  of  a 
regional  school  set-up. 

The  parking  area  along  the  front  of  the  school  has  been  com- 
pleted and  is  answering  a  long-felt  need. 

The  curriculum  workshop  is  still  being  conducted  by  our  faculty 
under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Dower  and  the  auspices  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education. 

With  most  communities  hurting  from^  the  teacher  shortage,  the 
Middleton  Committee  feels  very  fortunate  in  having  such  a  fine 
corps  of  professional  teachers. 

The  committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly 
thank  Mrs.  Margaret  Osgood  who  served  so  faithfully  and  well  as 
cafeteria  manager  until  her  resignation  last  February.  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Coffin  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  position  as  manager. 
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T:i3  conimittco  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dower;  our  teachers  and 
supervisors,  our  janitors,  our  school  secretary,  and  our  cafeteria  staff 
for  tiieir  fine  ccopcratioii  and  loyalty  durin^^  the  past  year.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


To  the  Middleton  School  Committee: 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Howe-Manning  School  and,  this  year,  Acting  Superintendent  of  the 
Middleton  Public  School  System. 

ADMINISTRATION 

This  past  year  has  seen  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Thomas  L.  Rivard 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  Union  No.  49  which  comprised  the 
towns  of  Middleton  and  Tewksbury.  Mr.  Rivard  accepted  the  post  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Chelmsford  in  February, 
1955.  With  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Rivard,  the  administrative  burdens 
heretofore  carried  by  him  were  assumed  by  the  two  communities  as 
plans  were  made  in  both  towns  to  seek  State  Department  of  Education 
approval  for  the  dissolution  of  the  existing  union.  Inasmuch  as 
Tewksbury  is  one  of  the  fastest  growing  towns  in  the  Commonwealth, 
the  services  of  a  full-time  superintendent  for  Tewksbury  were  felt 
necessary  by  both  communities  to  cope  with  the  various  and  complex 
problems  of  the  Tewksbury  School  Department  as  it  attempted  to 
provide  school  housing  for  its  many  new  residents. 

For  the  greatest  part  of  1955,  the  Middleton  School  Department 
has  been  operating  as  a  separate  entity  while  awaiting  State  approval 
for  dissolution.  All  clerical  work,  including  preparation  of  bills  for 
payment,  payroll  and  statistical  data,  is  now  being  taken  care  of  in 
Middleton. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  Department  of  Education 
representatives  and  it  is  expected  that  by  the  time  this  report  appears 
in  print  Middleton  will  have  its  own  separate  School  Department. 

SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

A  slow  but  constant  increase  in  the  school  population  has  made 
it  imperative  for  all  those  concerned  with  school  housing  and  future 
needs  to  be  seriously  concerned  with  the  problems  presented.  A  School 
Building  Committee  is  presently  at  work  planning  for  a  six-room 
addition  to  the  Howe-Manning  School.  It  is  hoped  that  these  plans 
will  be  presented  to  the  townspeople  this  coming  Spring  and  I  cannot 
urge  too  strongly  that  they  be  acted  upon  in  a  favorable  manner  in 
order  that  classrooms  be  available  when  needed.  This  addition  cannot 
come  too  soon  as  one  class  is  now  housed  in  the  gymnasium  for  the 
second  year  and  further  classroom  space  will  be  needed  for  primary 
grades  shortly  as  enrollment  projection  statistics  point  out. 
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A  Regional  School  Invccti^-atlng  Coinnilttcc,  appolnlcd  ly  the 
Town  Moderator,  has  boon  x/Diliins  this  pact  y&ar  to  d-scover  v/hat 
oppoi-tunltLcs  there  v/ouM  be  for  I.Lddlclon  to  join  with  another  town 
or  tow.iG  in  providin:^  hi^h  school  facILtics  for  itz  ctv.dcnt3  on  a 
cooperative  lacio. 

FACULTY 

The  faculty  hac  remain _d  tho  earn 3  in  total  number  CAz  pr.Gt 
year  but  there  have  been  ceveial  cl-an:;;eG  in  the  faculty  due  tD 
rjsirjiiaticns.  The  faculty  nov/  nunijerc  fifteen  classroom  teachers,  an 
Art  Supervisor,' a  Music  ouperv.sor,  llcadinr;  Supervisor,  Penmansh'p 
Supervisor,  and  Principal.  Nev/  teachers  added  to  the  staff  include: 
Hiss  Shirley  Foley,  Vv.achcr  of  Lanr;uajjj  Arts  and  Girls  Physical 
Education  hi  Grades  Seven  and  E^^^ht;  Mr.  George  Port,  Teacher  of 
Science  in  Grades  Seven  and  E.^ri^t  and  Director  of  Guidance  and 
Audio -Visual  Aids;  Mrs.  E'.eanor  Cassidy,  Teacher  of  Grade  Three; 
and  1,1 -ss  Doris  Asliley,  Reading  Supervisor. 

CURRICULUM 

An  evaluation  of  the  educational  cyeteci  and  its  facilities  is  now 
beinc*  carried  out  by  the  staff  and  faculty  of  the  IIov/e-Manning  School 
as  the  result  of  a  v/jrlis/.op  conduct -d  t.iis  past  Spring  under  State 
Department  of  Education  auspices.  One  a.'ternoon  a  month,  the 
second  Tuesday,  the  cchoolchi.dren  are  dismissed  at  noon  zo  the 
teaching  staff  may  have  the  rest  of  the  allernoen  for  study  and 
conferences  relative  to  ll:e  outUnirg  of  basic  objectives  for  its  school 
system.  In  short,  a  philcsopb.y  of  education  is  benig  developed  by  the 
teaching  staff  and  will  be  recoidcd  for  use  ly  those  nov/  tcacha:g  in 
Mlcldieton  and  for  nev/comers  to  the  teaching  staff  in  future  yc.  rs. 

Much  more  emphasis  has  been  placed  this  year  on  Audio-Visual 
Aids  and  Guidance  as  a.ds  to  classroom  teaching  v/.th  the  arrival  of 
Mr.  George  Port.  llr.  Poit,  v/ho  Lo'ds  a  Master's  degree  from  Boston 
College  in  the  field  cf  Guidance,  he  s  a.so  had  considerable  experience 
with  Audio-Visual  Aids.  A  crev/  of  student  opeiators,  trained  by 
Mr.  Port,  is  now  prepared  to  shcv/  movies,  filmstiipc,  and  recordings 
to  any  classroom  teach.er  or  class  upon  request.  Tne  IIov/e-Manning 
School  library  now  contains  more  than  200  filmstr.ps  and  more  than 
100  recordings  for  use  in  the  classrooms. 

Students  at  the  Junior  High  level,  as  a  part  of  tl:c  Guidance 
program,  are  now  receiving  training  in  such  topics  as  IIov/  to  Study, 
How  to  Handle  Homework,  and  How  to  Budget  Their  Time  Effectively. 
These  topics  are  discussed  in  the  classrooms  and  are  augmented  by 
motion  pictures  to  enable  Middleton  students  to  prepare  themselves 
for  high  school  and  future  academic  years  of  work  that  lie  ahead 
of  them. 
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Miss  Doris  Ashley,  the  new  Reading  Supervisor,  has  assumed  the 
supervision  of  the  school  library.  A  staff  of  Junior  High  girls  have 
been  trained  to  assist  her. 

Books  have  been  purchased  for  the  library  that  have  a  direct 
correlation  with  subject  matter  being  taught  in  the  classroom.  Books 
are  taken  out  of  the  library  at  the  close  of  the  school  day  and 
returned  within  a  short  period  of  time.  This  has  proven  a  boon  to 
those  youngsters  living  in  remote  sections  of  the  town  and  who  must 
rely  on  school  busses  for  transportation. 

NEW  EQUIPMENT 

A  long  range  program  for  the  replacement  of  the  old  wooden 
chairs  in  the  auditorium  has  been  started  with  the  purchase  of  50 
chairs  this  past  year.  It  is  hoped  to  continue  this  program  each  year 
until  all  of  the  old  wooden  chairs  are  replaced  with  the  newer  type 
metal  chair.  Many  of  the  wooden  type  have  been  broken  through 
constant  use  and  through  packing  and  storing  each  time  they  are 
used. 

Six  two-drawer  file  cabinets  have  been  purchased  and  will  be 
placed  in  the  primary  grades.  These  cabinets  will  be  kept  by  each 
teacher's  desk  and  will  be  employed  to  file  individual  pupil  records 
and  maintan  them  correctly.  It  is  planned  to  purchase  more 
cabinets  each  year  until  every  classroom  is  so  equipped. 

A  new  typewriter  has  been  purchased  for  the  office.  Also,  new 
desks  and  chairs  have  been  purchased  for  office  use.  These  purchases 
have  been  made  necessary  since  the  employment  of  a  secretaiy  on 
a  full-time  basis.  At  the  present  time,  secretarial  duties  for  the 
school,  School  Committee,  School  Building  Committee,  and  Regional 
School  Investigating  Committee  are  being  handled  by  the  school 
secretary.  It  is  expected  that  the  secretarial  load  will  increase  shortly 
as  the  work  of  the  above-mentioned  committees  becomes  more 
complex. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  replace  the  sump  pump  in  the  boiler 
room  during  this  past  year.  New  mirrors  have  been  purchased  for  the 
teachers'  room  and  the  boys'  shower  room.  New  foot  bath  equipment 
was  purchased  for  the  two  shower  rooms.  This  equipment  consists  of 
machines  which  spray  the  feet  following  shower  baths  to  prevent 
athlete's  foot.  Two  new  tables  have  been  purchased  for  the  primary 
grades  so  that  the  teachers  in  these  rooms  can  employ  this  equipment 
for  special  group  work. 

A  new  bicycle  rack  was  purchased  and  presented  to  the  school 
by  Mr.  John  Muzichuk.  This  rack  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  the 
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storage  of  bicycles  and  presents  a  much  neater  appearance  in  that 
section  of  the  schoolyard  than  heretofore. 

Two  new  outside  waste  paper  receptacles  have  been  placed  in  use 
and  have  aided  in  keeping  the  grounds  more  attractive. 

Two  new  motion  picture  projectors  have  been  purchased  during 
the  past  year.  It  was  found  necessary  to  replace  the  former  projector 
because  of  age  and  bulkiness  in  handling.  The  increased  use  of  class- 
room films  by  teachers  also  made  purchase  of  this  new  equipment 
necessary. 

MAINTENANCE 

The  illness  and  subsequent  operation  undergone  by  Mr.  Nathan 
Hayward,  custodian,  made  it  necessary  to  employ  additional  custodial 
help  to  care  for  the  maintenance  of  the  building.  Mr.  Lyle  Paul  was 
engaged  to  assist  Mr.  Hayward  at  the  time  of  his  illness  and  was 
further  retained  for  a  portion  of  each  school  day  to  assist  in  main- 
taining the  general  cleanliness  of  the  building.  During  the  Summer 
months,  Mr.  Hayward  was  assisted  in  cleaning  all  classrooms  and 
special  purpose  rooms  such  as  the  gymnasium  and  administrative 
offices.  All  floors,  including  corridors,  were  washed  and  two  coats  of 
wax  applied  at  this  time. 

New  curtains  were  installed  in  Mrs.  Bourdeau's  room  during  the 
Summer.  It  is  planned  to  replace  curtains  one  room  at  a  time  in  the 
older  section  of  the  building  as  this  is  the  first  replacement  since  the 
building  was  erected. 

A  new  cafeteria  table  has  been  constructed  by  Mr.  Hayward 
because  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  eating  daily  in  the 
cafeteria. 

New  shelving  has  been  installed  in  the  supply  storerooms  on  the 
basement  floor  by  the  custodian,  Mr.  Hayward.  This  shelving  will 
allow  for  better  storage  of  supplies  and  also  insure  better  inventory 
of  existing  supplies  when  reordering. 

Repairs  have  had  to  be  made  to  radiators  in  classrooms  in  the 
older  section  of  the  building  and  wash  sinks  have  been  reinforced 
with  the  addition  of  metal  legs  to  prevent  loosening  of  fixtures. 

New  chair  railing  has  been  installed  in  the  auditorium  and  the 
front  of  the  stage  was  covered  and  painted  during  the  Summer 
months. 

EXTRA  CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

One  of  the  outstanding  events  of  the  past  school  year  was  the 
presentation  of  the  pageant,  "Sing  Out  America",  which  was  presented 
this  past  Spring  by  the  students  of  the  Howe-Manning  School  under 
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the  direction  of  Mrs.  Doris  Nyquist,  Music  Supervisor,  assisted  by 
the  classroom  teachers.  More  than  $400  was  realized  from  this 
performance  which  was  staged  for  two  evenings.  The  proceeds 
obtained  were  employed  to  purchase  uniforms  for  the  school  orchestra. 
The  uniforms  consist  of  capes  and  hats  of  satin  in  the  school  colors 
of  blue  and  gold  and  were  worn  by  the  orchestra  for  the  first  time 
at  graduation  exercises  in  June. 

The  Middleton  Teachers'  Association,  composed  of  the  faculty  of 
the  Howe-Manning  School,  prepared  and  staged  an  "Open  House" 
for  the  third  year  in  a  row  in  observance  of  National  Education 
week  this  past  November.  In  addition,  the  Teachers'  Association, 
as  a  community  project,  wrapped  and  packaged  gifts  for  needy 
children  at  Christmas  time.  Approximately  50  children,  representing 
some  fifteen  families,  received  presents  of  clothing  and  toys  for 
Christmas  as  a  result  of  this  work.  Money  for  this  project  was 
received  from  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  the  American  Legion, 
the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Grange  and  from  several  interested  anonymous 
parties. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Danvers  YMCA,  Saturday  morn- 
ing physicial  education  classes  have  been  held  this  past  year  for 
boys  in  Grades  Three  through  Eight.  Mr.  David  Phillips  of  the 
school  faculty  has  been  in  charge.  Beginning  this  past  Fall,  high 
school  classes  have  been  held  on  Monday  evenings  under  the  same 
auspices. 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  increased  use  of  Howe-Manning 
School  facilties  during  the  past  sveral  years.  Schools  are  costly  to 
build  and  costly  to  maintain.  They  are  even  more  costly  to  maintain 
when  employed  for  school  purposes  only.  A  more  complete  return  for 
money  invested  by  taxpayers  is  realized  when  school  facilities  are  in 
use  as  often  as  possibl.e. 

Individual  music  lessons  are  hied  each  weekday  afternoon  after 
school.  Physical  education  classes  are  held  Saturday  mornings  and 
at  least  one  weekday  evening.  Faculty  members  serve  as  instructors. 
Mr.  Winter  is  in  charge  of  instrumental  music  and  Mr.  Phillips  is  in 
charge  of  recreation  classes. 

Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  have  taken  advantage  of  the  facilities 
for  fund  raising  programs.  The  Boy  Scouts  hold  their  annual 
Christmas  party  each  year  in  the  school  cafeteria  and  gymnasium. 
One  Girl  Scout  troop  meets  periodically  in  the  school  cafeteria.  In 
addition,  community  organizations  have  employed  the  school  facilities 
at  frequent  intervals  for  various  social  occasions  throughout  the 
yaer,  including  the  Summer  months. 
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It  can  be  truthfully  stated  that  the  Howe-Manning  School  is  a 
community-centered  school  —  offering  educational  opportunity  to 
future  citizens  as  well  as  providing  a  place  for  social  and  recreational 
activity  for  all  members  of  the  community. 

My  appreciation  is  hereby  extended  to  the  entire  staff,  the  School 
Committee,  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  for  their 
support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

A  brief  summary  of  the  School  Health  Program  is  as  follows: 

Children  in  Grades  1-4-8  were  given  thorough  physical 
examinations  with  a  hemoglobin  (blood  color)  examination  done  on 
all  these  grades  and  blood  pressure  taken  on  eighth  graders. 

Each  child  in  every  grade  was  tested  for  vision  and  hearing 
impairments.  The  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  which  is  approved  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  pointed  out  visual  difficulties 
while  the  Audiovox  —  a  machine  used  only  by  ear  specialists  and 
in  clinics  —  pointed  out  those  with  hearing  disturbances. 

The  number  of  visits  to  the  clinic  for  first  aid  treatment  is 
countless.  They  range  in  varying  degrees  from  minor  cuts  and  bruises 
to  fractures,  appendicitis,  etc. 

•  The  Diphtheria  immunizations  were  done  as  usual  in  the  Spring 
and  this  year  we  added  a  new  innoculation  to  our  program.  This  only 
applied  to  the  first  and  second  grades  and  was  gratefully  received 
by  almost  everyone.  This  of  course  was  the  Salk  Vaccine  as  a  pro- 
tective against  Poliomyelitis. 

Children  were  weighed  and  measured  twice  during  the  year.  The 
reason  for  this  is  to  see  if  there  is  any  remarkable  increase  or 
decrease  from  time  to  time. 

The  Dental  Program  continues  as  successful  as  ever.  This  is 
always  a  popular  place  with  the  children  as  strange  as  it  may  seem. 

Patch  Tests  were  applied  and  those  who  proved  to  be  Positive 
will  be  taken  to  the  Essex  Sanatorium  for  X-rays.  This  year  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Sanatorium  only  grades  1-4-7  were  done. 

Pediculosis  checks  were  done  a  countless  number  of  times.  The 
number  of  offenders  was  very  low. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Dower,  Dr.  Rogers,  Dr. 
D'Urso  and  all  School  Personnel  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  READING  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

During  September  and  October  the  Stanford-Binet  Tests  of 
Mental  Maturity  were  given  to  several  first  grade  pupils  who  were 
not  tested  in  the  Spring  and  a  reading  aptitude  test  was  administered 
to  all  the  children  in  this  grade.  Then,  several  boys  and  girls  who 
read  below  the  level  of  their  own  grades  were  referred  to  me,  by 
their  classroom  teachers,  for  an  extensive  diagnostic  test.  Such  a 
test  indicates  the  specific  difficulties  of  each  child. 

Using  the  results  of  this  last  test,  homogeneous  groups  have 
been  organized  for  additional  help  in  reading.  Soon  there  will  be 
thirteen  of  these  groups,  made  up  of  approximately  sixty  pupils  from 
grades  three  through  eight. 

When  a  member  of  one  of  these  groups  grows  in  reading  power 
sufficiently  to  enable  him  to  cany  on  the  work  of  his  grade,  he  will 
no  longer  attend  a  special  reading  class.  If  the  methods  of  instnaction 
are  geared  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  child,  such  improve- 
ment is  possible.  It,  of  course,  should  be  done  as  early  in  his  school 
life  as  possible  so  that  wrong  habits  and  attitudes  do  not  become 
firmly  set,  but  a  diligent  child  of  any  age  can  derive  considerable  help 
from  special  reading  instmction.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

I  submit,  with  pleasure,  this  report  of  the  music  program  in  the 
public  school  of  Middleton. 

We  continually  strive  to  develop  the  child's  ability  to  sing  rote 
songs  well,  and  we  teach  him  to  read  music.  In  the  lower  grades  we 
spend  a  great  deal  of  time  trying  to  get  each  child  to  sing  in  tune, 
as  there  are  always  many  who  are  unable  to  do  this.  The  lower 
grades  also  do  much  note  reading,  rhythmic  work,  folk  dancing  and 
listening  to  records.  The  first  graders  play  rhythm  band  instruments 
and  the  third  graders  are  playing  toy  flutes  again  this  year. 

In  the  upper  grades  we  do  more  advanced  music  reading  and 
singing  in  parts.  Gr^^es  Seven  and  Eight  have  a  regular  music 
appreciation  period  also  in  which  they  listen  to  records  of  famous 
composers  and  learn  about  the  various  symphonic  instruments. 

The  instrumental  program  is  continuing  to  grow.  There  are  many 
more  stuednts  taking  instrument  lessons  this  year  after  school.  Mrs. 
Lucy  Barnes,  a  professional  violinist,  who  plays  in  various  symphony 
orchestras,  comes  to  the  school  one  afternoon  a  week  to  teach  the 
violin.  Mr.  Eugene  Winter  of  the  faculty  is  teaching  the  woodwinds, 
brasses  and  percussion. 

The  orchestra,  which  meets  once  a  week,  is  growing  in  size  and 
variety  of  instruments.  Through  the  proceeds  received  from  the 
pageant  presented  by  the  school  children  last  year,  we  were  able  to 
purchase  beautiful  blue  and  gold  satin  capes  and  caps  for  the  orchestra 
players.  They  were  worn  by  the  members  of  the  orchestra  for  the 
first  time  at  the  graduation  last  year. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  in  the  school  system 
for  their  fine  cooperation  and  friendliness.

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REPORT  OF  ART  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

The  art  program  at  the  Howe-Manning  School  is  designed  to 
meet  the  creative,  social  and  emotional  needs  of  the  student  body. 

A  variety  of  media  are  used,  including  crayon,  pencil,  water- 
color,  poster  paint,  chalk,  construction  paper,  ceramic  clay,  clayola, 
and  paper  maiche. 

Three  dimensional  projects  are  engaged  in  for  the  purposes  of 
developing  esthetic  as  well  as  manual  skills.  Such  projects  include 
clayola  modeling,  paper  cast  construction,  paper  sculpture,  paste 
paper  ceramics,  clay  ceramics  and  paper  maiche  sculpture. 

The  upper  grades  are  given  a  major  share  of  the  three 
dimensional  work,  but  basically  the  same  projects  are  given  all 
grades.  Methods  of  instruction  vary,  according  to  the  grade  level, 
however. 

Group  murals  are  being  made  for  the  secondary  advantages  of 
fostering  social  consciousness  and  cooperation.  These  murals  are 
correlated  with  subjects  under  study. 

Posters  with  a  socially  worthy  theme  are  made  and  reveal  the 
esthetic  possibilties  of  proper  lettering. 

When  special  occasions  for  school  decorations  arise  all  grades 
are  encouraged  to  make  contributions. 

Life  drawing  with  student  models'* is  done  in  order  to  allow  the 
more  critical  students  to  develop  their  own  powers  of  observation, 
and  logically  outgrow  whatever  schematic  symbolism  that  has  lost 
meaning  for  them.  It  is  also  aimed  to  prevent  students  from  falling 
into  the  habit  of  thinking  they  can  do  nothing  worthwhile  unless 
they  copy  other  pictures. 

Designs  are  made  to  symbolize  musical  compositions  with  the 
view  of  revealing  similarities  in  emotional  qualities.  Designing  is 
approached  abstractly  as  a  means  of  giving  it  a  universal  meaning. 

The  emotional  and  esthetic  qualities  of  color  are  revealed  by 
placing  emphasis  upon  the  relationships  of  warm  and  cool  colors  as 
exemplified  by  nature.  By  reducing  color  considerations  to  two,  the 
student's  innate  ability  to  select  good  color  is  guided  yet  free  from 
under  restrictions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HANDWRITING 
SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  report  on  the  operation  of  the 
handwriting  program  for  the  past  year. 

Your  teachers  have  continued  to  give  us  splendid  cooperation  and 
for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  and  my  personnel  I  am  most 
grateful. 

Our  records  show  at  the  conclusion  of  June  1955  that  97%  of 
the  papers  scored  were  Excellent  or  Good.  It  is  reasonable  to  conclude, 
therefore,  that  97%  of  the  papers  were  eminently  satisfactory.  Only 
3%  of  the  papers  were  rated  Fair  or  unsatisfactory. 

During  the  past  school  year  we  graded  and  diagnosed  approxi- 
mately 2700  formal  and  8100  informal  samples  of  handwriting  for 
your  pupils.  A  formal  test  was  administered  at  four  teaching-week 
intervals  and  a  report  was  furnished  each  teacher  in  writing  giving 
a  careful  diagnosis  of  the  handwriting  of  each  pupil  in  the  room. 
We  supplied  the  following  instructional  and  motivational  materials 
to  your  pupils  and  teachers:  teacher  outlines  and  folders,  pupil  folders, 
motivation  graphs,  individual  certificates  to  pupils  who  qualified, 
diagnostic  charts,  handedness  tests,  term  envelopes,  seals,  etc. 

Our  primary  objective  is  to  teach  your  students  to  read  and 
write  both  cursive  handwriting  and  hand  lettering  in  order  that  they 
may  have  these  two  tools  as  efficient  aids  in  school,  business,  and 
social  correspondence.  At  each  grade  level  we  attempt  to  achieve  the 
standard  norm  in  speed  and  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the 
concomitants  of  neatness,  accuracy,  and  attention  to  detail  in  going 
work  are  desirable  characteristics  that  need  to  be  developed  along 
with  technical  skill.

SCHOOL  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  DENTAL  CLINIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

Tlie  Dental  Clinic  has  completed  another  very  successful  year. 
An  increasing  number  of  pupils  have  taken  advantage  of  the  facilities 
of  the  clinic. 

The  clinic  is  open  to  children  of  all  grades  but  the  emphasis  is 
with  the  younger  children.  In  this  way  the  child  is  introduced  to  the 
dentist  before  extensive  tooth  decay  has  developed.  This  is  an  import- 
ant factor  since  we  are  concerned  not  only  with  the  con-ection  of 
gross  dental  defects  which  are  already  present,  but  also  in  the 
prevention  of  extensive  tooth  decay.  This  is  accomplished  by  the 
treatment  of  small  defects  in  the  teeth  of  the  younger  children, 
teaching  them  the  importance  of  receiving  this  treatment  at  an  early 
date.  They  are  also  taught  other  preventive  measures  such  as  proper 
methods  of  toothbnishing  and  the  importance  of  a  proper  well- 
balanced  diet. 

Many  of  the  pupils  of  the  upper  grades  have  also  received  treat- 
ment in  the  clinic.  A  number  of  these  had  never  previously  been 
treated  by  a  dentist.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  some  of  these 
had  all  necessai-y  treatment  completed  before  graduation  and  they 
have  left  the  school  with  a  knowledge  of  the  importance  of  regular 
visits  to  the  dentist. 

The  clinic  is  open  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  mornings  and  parents 
are  imited  to  call  at  the  clinic  to  discuss  problems  concerning  the 
children's  teeth. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Dower,  the  teachers  and  the 
school  nurse  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year.

Letters  were  sent  out  to  the  towns  of  Georgetown,  Danvers, 
Ipswich,  Rowley,  Topsfield,  and  Boxford  notifying  them  of  our 
organization  and  interest  in  investigating  the  possibilties  of  a  regional 
setup  with  surrounding  communities. 

The  committee  met  with  Mr.  Simeon  Domas  of  the  State  Building 
Assistance  Commission  to  discuss  the  suggested  proper  procedure  for 
conducting  this  investigation. 

To  date  our  committee  has  met  with  representatives  of  the 
Boxford  and  Topsfield  Regional  Board  and  future  meetings  are 
planned  with  this  group. 

Our  committee  would  like  this  to  be  considered  a  report  of 
progress.  As  additional  information  becomes  available  to  this  com- 
mittee, it  will  be  passed  along  to  the  townspeople.
